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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-31 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 and 17 have been amended to clearly recite a control device being 
provided inside a function type lamp holder or a function type lamp base and to control 
a preset radial transition mode and a pre-determined decoration effect distinct from a 
basis illuminant mode of the basis illuminant devices. 

Claims 2-16 and 18-31 are dependent on claims 1 and 17, respectively. 

The limitations discussed above are neither disclosed nor suggested by the prior 
art of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

mode and a pre-determined decoration effect distinct from a basis illuminant mode of 
the basis illuminant devices as claimed.

applicant's disclosure. Chen [US 6,505,954] and Chen et al. [US 6,580,228] disclose a 
set of plurality of light bulbs (LEDs).
